As Outlined by Department of Labor 


Meets Approval of Miners But 


Is Rejected by Mine 


Owners.

Washington, Jan. 10.—Profits of the 
C'iilumet-Hecla Company, which em- 
ploys more than 50 per .cent of the 
miners in the Michigan copper dis- 
trict, were characterized as "extreme- 
Iv large" in a report on the copper 
s'trike submitted today to .Secretary 
Wilson by "Walter B Palmer, an in- 
vestigator of the department of labor. 
Palmer reported that the general 


average of day wages paid' by all the 
companies throughout the year was 
S2.59. Some of the smaller companies, 
iic declared, were operating at.a loss. 
Prior to the present strike he found 
the general work day was of teji to 
eleven hours .and some of the miners 
were paid as low as $2.35 a shift. 
Some other classes of labor were paid 
as low as $2.

Densmore, who acted as commisioners 
of conciliation at different times," the 
report says, show:

After a summary of the report had 
been read to him over the long dis- 
tance telephone, the governor said he 
would not express an opinion until he 
had seen the renort in its complete 
form.

Medical Men At Battle Creek Hope 
' to Establish Thoroughbred Reg- 


ister of Eugenic Children.

Battle Creek. Mich, Jan. 10:—A 
eugenic .registry department for the' 
developement of a race of human 
thoroughbreds was one of the sug- 
gestion* of Dr./J. H. Kellogg'of Battle 
Greet speaking today at the national 
conference for the race betterment. 
"It only takes four generations > to 
make a thoroughbred wten the prin- 
ciples of eugenics haye a fair:chance 
to operate," said Dr. "Kelfogg. "We 
have registers .for 
horses, cattle, 
sheep,-pigs'; and even-cats and dogs. 
If a lady wishes , to establish, the 
standing of her pet poodle she can 
do so by appealing to an official re- 
cord and the puny canine may lift 
its head 'above its fellows as,a born 
aristocrat. But no where on earth 
as far as I know Is there to: be found 
a registry for human thorughbred. 
."The hope--is entertained fry -the 
members .of this conference that one 
of the results of the meeting may be 
the establishment of such a registry. 
Indeed it seems the time has fully 
come when a eugenics registry of- 
fice-should be established in which 
may: be' recorded the names of in- 
fants who are born under eugenic 
conditions 
and 
perhaps 
also 
the 
names: of persons who in person and 
pedigree, are ablevto be measured up 
to; eugenic standards-" " 
, 
Dr. Kellogg prefaced his plea for a 
eugenics registry with a resume of 
the deteriorating ^influence now ac- 
tively at work—such as Increasing in- 
sanity, ' increasing" crime, ; high in- 
fant mortality, and decreaed life ex-. 
pectanCy.' He emphasized the im- 
portance! of purer blood rather than 
'blue blood. Some-of 'his recommen- 
dations'for race betterment are great- 
er activity of health officials; health 
education In the11 publlc: schools, bio- 
logic surveys at every community; 
perodical 
medical 
examinations; 
health certificates before marriage; 
sterilization of defectives, and "most 
important of all the establishment of 
eugenics registers.'"

in the United States in 1910, and only 
one seventy-third of .-these deatbs'-were 
those of children .under ten years of 
age1 while

•tory occurred -thus early in lite. 
One thirty-sixth or less than three 


npr cent of the number of native" who 
did had attained the age ot -85 or 
more years 
while 
the deaths ot 
Scotchmen

advanced age 
formed about 
onp-lonrteenth of tbp 
total number of deatns or about 7 
er cent 
Ot the 4b,4-il Irishmen who 
died .in America in 1910, only 68 of 
thm were: less than 10 years ;old, a 
percentage of less than two-tenths 
of one per cent, while 2,583..or aboui 
four and: a half per cent of the deaths; 
occurred after the 8"> vears mark had 
been passed.

This is especially true when we en- 


ter the realm of power, where laws 
are made, and where every effort is 
made to protect the masses: 


The question of justice is more im- 


portant than the question of sympa- 
thy, but it does not appeal to us as 
readily because there is no sentiment 
connected with it. 


We were led to believe that a re- 


duction in the tariff would relieve ths 
people of a burdensome tax, but the 
only result thus far apparent is the 
closing up of some American indus- 
tries and embarrassing others to the 
point of bankruptcy. 


The object lesson at home is the 


sugar factory, and- while the "man 
who has arrived"—Captain Davidson 
—pockets his loss through idleness 
and depreciation, the county and es- 
pecially the men out of employment 
are also losers. 


It is estimated that one hundred 
million dollars' worth of property has 
beet: put out of commission by the 
new sugar tariff and a good many 
thousand people put out of employ- 
ment on the same account.

To welcome bitter experiences because of the wider sympathies they are 
sure to give,-or to see in them anything but a trial while they last, is beyond 
liuman ability. But to fail to get that wider sympathy, from experience, and 
even after the wound has healed, to be still too bitter to value their blessings 
is surely to be "a stupid pupil in the school of life, well birched'and none 
the wiser."
